DISCIPLINING CLERGYMEN. 


PROVISIONS OF THE NEW BILL—CURRENT LON- 
DON TOPICS. 

Lorpor, April 16.—The new clergy disci- 
pline bill, supported by the Archbishops of 
Canterbury and York, has madea decided 
sensation among the clergy of the English 
Church, who, for the first time are held to 
a strict responsibility for good behavior. The 
Dull has received hearty support, owing to 
the frequent scandals which have shocked 
the publicand the difficulty of dealing with 
immoral clergymen under the law as it has 
been. The bill provides, that, Ha clergyman 
has deen sentenced to penal servitude or 
hard labor, or convicted of a minor but 
disgraceful offense, or been the respondent 
or co-respondent in a successful suit 
for a divorce, he is deprived of his 
benefice. When he is deprived of his bene- 
fice, the Sheriffisto see that he is kept away 
from it, instead of being permitted, like a 
certain suspended clergyman, to guide visi- 
tors through the church and receive gratui- 
ties. Inanother instance a clergyman had 
been tried for a heinous crime, but was let off 
with a conviction of misdemeanor and sen- 
tenced to eighteen months’ imprisonment. 
As the only way to get rid of him and prevent 
his return from jail to the pulpit, Dr. Magee, 
now Archbishop of York, took advantage of a 
clause in the law which made a benefice 
vacant unless the clergyman performed two 
services a year, if ordered by the Bishop. 
Notices to perform the services were served 
on the clergyman in prison, and of course 
not obeyed. In this way he was got rid of. 
Under the new bill such trouble would not be 
necessary on the part of the prelate. 

ALL OF ONE FAMILY. 

The marked cordiality with which the Ger- 
man squadron visiting Plymouth is being 
treated isthe subject of some comment, in 
view ofthe recent declarations of Emperor 
William that the German navy was expected 
to take an active partin the next war.

GOING FOR CANADA. 


Her Railways Must Obey Our Trans- 
_ portation Laws. 


ANNEXATION THE ONLY SOLUTION OF 
PRESENT PROBLEMS. 


Senator Cullom’s Ideas of Reciprocity and 
— un Logical Result—All the Advantage 
Now on the Side of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment—Feeling the Public Pulse— 
Oapital Notes. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 16.—A corre- 
spondent has interviewed Senator Cullom, 
Chairman of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee and autnor of the interstate com- 
merce law, aboutthe question of subjecting 
Canadian railroads to the transportation 
laws of the United States. 

I Mr. Blaine has taken up the subject in 
earnest, as Ihave reason to believe that he 
has, said the Senator, ‘‘I shall have hope of 
something being accomplished. It will be a 
pleasure to me to aid himin any way in my 
power. For years I have appreciated the 
magnitude of this problem, and have done 
my bestto solveit. Noother international 
question, now occupying public attention, is 
as important as this. The Italian dispute, 
the Behring Sea, the fisheries negotiations, 
are small questions in comparison to it. 
Trade reciprocity with Canadais nothing if 
Canadian railways are permitted to go on 
cutting the throats of our transportation 
lines, discriminating against our cities, and 
diverting traffic from its legitimate channels. 

THE POLICY TO BE ADOPTED. — 

We must make war on Canada all along the 
line. We must adopt her own policy of self- 
ishness in every phase of our relationship 
till we have forced her Government into a 
more liberal policy. If her Government de- 
clines to settle ona basis of a mighty and 
mutual interest, we must carry the war into 
Africa till the people of the Dominion elect a 
Government that will reverse Sir John Mac- 
donald’s policy. Forthe protection of our 
commercial and transportation interests we 
must insist upon subjection of Canadian rail- 
ways to the provisions of our interstate 
commerce law. I have already suggested to 
Mr. Blaine that this might be done by treaty, 
by whose terms every requirement of our law 
would be exacted of the Canadian roads. A 
joint international ralilway commission 
might be formed to see that the law is faith- 
fully complied with or Oanadian railways 
doing business in the United States might be 
required to take out a license, in which they 
would agree to comply with the provisions 
of ohr interstate law. In one way or another 
this issue must be met and this result se- 
cured. Until this is done the commercial rela- 
tions between the two peoples can never be 
satisfactory and settied. 

THE ONLY S0LTTION.

The 
first reciprocity treaty we want with Canada 
is reciprocal regulation of competing rail- 
ways. Without that any other reciprocity 
would be more or less of a farce. UIti- 
mately, we want and must have Canada her- 
Sell. 


THE PUBLIC PULSE. 


PRESIDENT HARRISON'S PURPOSE IN MAKING 
HIS SOUTHERN TOUR. 

Wasuinororn, D. C., April 16.—It is said here 
that the President’s Southern and Western 
tour is being taken for the purpose of feeling 
the political pulse of the people of those 
sections. He wants to weigh the chances of 
the Republican party and himself for the ap- 
proaching struggie of 1992. He also wants to 
discover if Secretary Blaine’s reciprocity and 
anti-high-protection policy has made that 
acute statesman the foremost Republican 
candidate for President. It is believed 
that if he finds the Republican 
party wasreally weakened by the popular 
uprising against the McKinley bill, and that 
Blaine is the only candidate who would stand 
a chance of election, he will come back to 
Washington a Blaine man and throw the Ad- 
ministration influence to Blaine for 1892. But 
should he learn that his own leadership is 
likely to result in re-election, and that there 
is mo crying necessity as Blaine for a 
‘*Savior,’’ the President will remain a Har- 
rison man and insist upon renomination. He 
is willing to lead his party to victory, but he 
is also believed to be shrewd enough to weigh 
the chances of defeatvery dispassionately 
and to stand from under’’ if he doesn’t like 
the prospect.

A BELIEF PREVALENT THAT FRIENDS 
KNOW HIS WHEREABOUTS, 


A Suicide at Pekin, III., Investigated by 
the Police and MoPherson’s Partner— 
Investigation of His Accounts Fin- 
ished—Tracing the Mining Exchange 
Bonds—No Petticoat Scandal. 


Page McPherson, the missing broker and 
society leader, is believed to be in St. Louis 
still. When heis found, or when he volun- 
tarily reappears, it is thought that his des- 
perate course of disappearance, giving rise 
to theories of suicide, will be discovered to 
have been the result of injudicious advice on 
the part of certain friends who are now cog- 
nizant of his whereabouts. After the usual 
nine-days’ wonder, itis now expected that 
the young man will at least face the conse- 
quences of bis financial misstepsand also of 
the foolish panic leading to his sensational 
hiding away of himself. 

It was rumored this morning that a clew 
had been found which promised to lead to 
the discovery of his whereabouts on the 
above lines. The detectives heard the in- 
formation and Detective Lawler was sent to 
the party named in the story as the oue. who 
probably knew where Page McPherson was 
at the present time. 

A CLEW RUN DOWN. 

The gentleman named was Mr. Gist Blair, 
the well-known young lawyer, son of the late 
Frank F. Blair, and prominent in local 80 
ciety and club circles. Mr. Blair moved in 
the same ‘‘set’’ with Page McPherson, and 
was a warm personal friend of the missing 
broker. It was said that in a small gathering 
at the University Club, Tuesday night, where 
McPherson’s disappearance was the sole 
topic of conversation, Mr. Blair had calmly 
remarked that there was entirely 
too much sensationalism being in- 
dulged in over the case, 
and thatif Page McPherson’s friends would 
only be content to wait a few days the young 
man would turn up all right and give an ac- 
count of himself. His manner was described 


| by those present as such as would indicate 


that he knew more about McPherson’s move- 
ments than he cared to reveal at that time. 
Mr. Blair was seen by a Post-DisPaTcH re- 
porter this morning and said: 

here was a mistaken impression pro- 
duced by my statement at\the University 
Club. I was merely combating the theory of 
suicide, and I said that in the end Page would 
turn up all right, and it would develop that 
some unwise friend of his would prove re- 
sponsible for having aided himin disappear- 
ing and remaining invisible. I still hold 
that theory, but I know nothing whatever of 
his actions, or of where he may be now. I 
only wish I did, because I consider it the duty 
of his friends now to do all they can to bring 
him to face his troubles and straighten them 
out if possibie.’’ 

a . NWO WOMAN I THE CASE. 

There is no romantic, sensational or dis- 
graceful petticoat feature in the story of the 
yonng broker’s disappearance. The French 
detective adage of ‘‘the woman inthe case’’ 
came early into the minds of all who heard or 
discussed the known facts of the McPherson 
disappearance. It furnished special food for 
anticipation of a possible society sensation, 
in view of the high standing and irreproach- 
able social record of the - now in- 
visible young Cinderella Club Secretary, 
and was one ofthe first possibilities run 
down by Detective Desmond. It supplied 
faint material for a rumor, published in the 
morning papers to-day, of his known rela- 
tions witha young ex-member of St. Louis 
society, a certain pretty girl who had slipped 
from society’s whirl into the madder whirl of 
demi-mondaine life. There is nothing in the 
story, the whereabouts of the young woman 
being known to the detectives, as also the 
fact that she was no especial protege of 
Page McPheron’s and has no connection 
whatever with his disappearance or his ac- 
tions since Friday last. McPherson’s friends 
have always maintained that he was not the 
kindof man tobe ruined bya woman, and 
their position has been confirmed by the total 
absence of evil feminine influence developed 
so far in the case of his disappearance. It is 
a story in which wheat speculation plays the 
part of the sole tempter and destroyer. The 
desire for sudden wealth, gained on the turn 
of a market, is what has led to Page McPher- 
son’s unfortunate downfall. 

A SUICIDE AT PEKIN, ILL., INVESTIGATED. 

This morning Mr. Charles M. Switzer, Mc- 
Pherson’s business partner, was led to be- 
lieve that he had a clue which might result in 
the startling discovery the Page McPherson 
committed suicide last night at Pekin, Ul. 

A morning paper published a special dis- 
patch from that point, stating thata 
stranger, giving the name of Manuel Taffery, 
shot himself through the head at the Pianters’ 
House at 7 o’ clock yesterday evening. He had 
arrived fromthe East ona morning train, 
and appeared greatly agitated, being unable 
to register his name at the hotel, owing to 
nervousness. The clerk wrote the name 
given on the hotel register. The man went di- 
rect to his room, undressed and got into bed, 
placed a revolver back of his right ear and 
fired. He was described as being about 85 
years old, well-dressed, with between $40 and 
$50 in his pockets, and gave his residence as 
Rushvilie,Ind. An empty half-pint whisky 
bottle was found in his pocket, but no papers 
by which he might be identified. 

Mr. Switzer visited Chief of Police Harrt- 
ganupon reading of this suicide, and re- 
quested him to wire Pekin fora full descrip- 
tion of the suicide’s appearance and also of 
the marks on his clothing. This the Chief 
did atonce, also giving the description of

recover the property. Owing to 
a change of policy on the 
part of the Mining Exchange late yesterday 
afternoon, there has been no demand made 
upon the Fidelity & Casualty Co. to make 
good its bond of $1,000 given for Page McPher- 
son as treasurer of the Exchange, and it ts 
probable that the company may not be asked 
to do so at any time. This action is thought 
to have been brought about by Merherson's 
friends to avoid criminal prosecution being 
brought against him.

Friday last. In the University Club, in 
fashionable West End parlors and in financial 
circles on Third street the disappearance is 
still the one absorbing topic of conversation. 
The truth about Page McPherson’’ will be 
one of the most widely read pieces of local 
news published for many years, if it is ever 
fully developed. 
THE M’PHERSGON FAMILY. 

The McPherson family is one of the most 
prominent in 8t. Louis; and its history ex- 
tends back to the days ‘when the city first be- 
gan to develop from ariver town intoa point 
of metropolitan importance. Page McPher- 
son's father was the late Wm. M. McPher- 
son, who died in 1872 after a career 
that haa kept him for years in the 
front rank of St. Louis capitalists. He was 
the first tosee the commercial necessity of 
building what was afterwards known as the 
Eads Bridge, and it was through his efforts 
that the financial arrangements were effected 
which made the building of the bridge possi- 
ble. Educated fora lawyer, Wm. M. Me- 
Pherson never practiced his profession, but 
was widely known as a capitalist, and was 
connected with every leading local enterprise 
of his time. He was one of the builders of the 
North Missourl Railroad, was afterwards 
President of the Missouri Pacific Railroad be- 
fore it passed into the hands of Jay Gould 
and was for many years a member of its 
board of directors. He was also a director 
of the old National Bank of the State 
of Missouri, and at one time 
was largely interested in the river trade of 
St. Louis and building and owning many of 
the largest boats of twenty-five years ago. 
The last boat built and owned by him was the 
Bismarck, which began its career early in 
the ’70’s. It was through his connection with 
the river trade that he became 
known as Capt. McPherson, a 
title that was strictly honorary 
as he never actually commanded a boat. Wm. 
McPherson was never connected with any 
business house in St. Louis, but is described 
by Col. George E. Leighton, from whom the 
information as tohis career was obtained 
this morning by the Posr-Dieraren, 
as a capitalist whose investments 
entered into almost every field of any 
commercial importance. He was a large 
owner of St. Louis real estate, and at one 
time was almost a millionaire in wealth. 
Owing to complications that arose previous to 
his death, however, his estate was involved. 
It was not sufficient to pay off all debts left by 
the deceased capitalist. Dying in 1872, Wm. 
M. McPherson left the following children: 
Mrs. John Collier, since deceased; Mrs. 
Wm, Young, still living in K. Louis; 
Mr. Wm. M. McPherson,'now connected with 
the Boatman’s Bank, and Page McPherson, 
the central figure ofthe present mysterious 
case. Page McPherson was the youngest 
ehild. The executors of the estate of Wm. 
M. McPherson were the late John K. 
Shepley, the once prominent lawyer, and 
Mr. Chas. Parsons, President of the State 
Bank of St. Louls. Following Mr. Shapley’s 
death, his son John R. Shepley, Jr., was 
named executor in his place. 
The present site of the De Chantant 
College, the day school of the Sisters of the 
Visitation, is on the exac® spot occupied by 
the McPherson family mansion, being located 
on Washington, west of Vandeventer avenue, 


THREE MEN KILLED. 
A Trestle Collapsed and the Train Went 
Down. 


BALTIMORE, April 16.—Three men were 
killed and two seriously injured this 
morning in an accident on the Mary- 
land Central road near Fallston, Md. 
A north bound freight train made up of thir- 
teen cars and three engines was crossing the 
‘‘Overshoot’’ trestle, when the trestle 
colla psed, precipitating two of the 
engines and all the cars into the 
stream below. Four of the crew jumped and 
escaped injury. Ofthe others John Martin, 
James Dodson and Benjamin Spruce- 
banks were killed, and Chas. Watts 
and Walter Hawkins were seriously 
injured. The bodies of Dodson and Spruce- 
banks have not been found. It is supposed 
they were burned along withthe cars and 
engines, which immediately took fire. The 
trestle was 50 feet high and 400 feet long.

TO SAVE THE PARK. 


Charles Gibson Enters Suit Against the 
City and Charles Schweickhardt. 


LIQUOR CANNOT BE LEGALLY SOLD IN 
THE POPULAR RESORT. 


Mr. Gibson Asks the Court to Have tile 
Buildings Torn Down and Declare the 
Ordinance Which Grants the Right to 

Sell Liquor in the City’s Garden Spot 
Mull and Void—Why It Is Not Valid. 


Mr. Charles Gibeon filed a suit in the Cir- 
cult Court this morning against Charles 
Schweickhardt and the City of St. Louis, 
to have the House of Public Comfort, 
the saloon, restaurant and out-bulldings at 
Forest Park removed. He does this, he says, 
in his petition in his own behalf, and on be- 
half of many citizens and tax-payers who ob- 
ject tothe sale of liquor in the park. Mr, 
Gibson drew the several acts passed by 
the General Assembly in 1875 which 
gave to 8st. Louis this beautiful 
garden spotand says the suit istoenforce 
the policy proclaimed by the State inthe 
acts and followed by the city afterwards in 
the ordinance of 1881, providing that no 
Gramshop shall be located within % feet of 
Forest Park. 

In his petition he says that by an act of the 
Assembly on March 2, 1874, there was es- 
tablished for the people of the city and 
county of St. Louis a public park, known as 
Forest Park, to be in possession and under 
the control of the city of St. Louls. On March 
6, 1891, by ordinance 16,002, Charles Sch weick.- 
hardt was given a lease of the cottage, 
outbuildings, refreshment privileges, tn- 
cluding the sale of liquor in the 
park, for a period of ten years at 
an annual rental of $1,000. The lessee jmust 
erect a building to cost not less than $15.u00 
which will become the property of the city. 
No bar will be allowed and all liquors must 
be served at tables by waiters. A fine of $0 
is the penalty of a violation of any part of 
the lease. Schweickhardt accepted the 
lease and it went into effect April 1. 

THE ORDINANCE VOID. 

Mr. Gibson says the ordinance and contract 
is void for many reasons: 

First. By an act of the General Assembly, 
approved March 2, 1876, itis declared illegal 
and criminal for any person to sell any spir- 
ituous, vinuous, fermented or malt liquors 
with! a district embraced within the limits 
of 800 feet outside of the out boundary of 
Forest Park, which said act has never been 
repealed and is in full force and effect. 

2. The ordinance is void as being in 
contravention of sec. 68, art. 4, of the Con- 
stitution of the State of Missouri, which de- 
clares that no exclusive. right, privilege or 
immunity shall be granted to any corpora- 
tion, association or individual by any local 
or special law. The ordinance in question 
is a special law. The right of the 
Municipal Assembly of the City of St. Louls 
to enact ordinances is derived from the 
Scheme and Charter of said city, which 
Seheme and Charter by the express pro- 
vivisions ofthe State Constitution, must be 
in harmony with the Constitution and laws 
of the State, and therefore all ordinances in 
order to be valid must likewise be in har- 
mony with the statutes and laws of the 
State. 

GRANTED A MONOPOLY, 

8. The title of the ordinance expresses the 
sole subject of the ordinance to be to lease the 
cottages, outbulldings and refreshment priv- 
fleges in Forest Park. The cottage and out. 
buildings are fixed localities in the park and 
well known to the public under 
that description. The grant of refreshment 
privileges does not imply or purport to 
convey any exclusive right or monopoly to 
the game, and the grant in the body of the 
ordinance is not ‘‘clearly expressedin its 
title“ as provided inthe charter, in that it 
conveys the monopoly as well as the right to 
sell refreshments, and that it 
conveys the exclusive right to 
sell liquors -as well as refreshments. 
It also grants the right tothree stands to be 
selected anywhere within the park, and is in 
effect a lease of the same for ten years. All 
these are important privileges of great value 
and constitute the main features and grants 
in the ordinance, and which are neither ex- 
pressed or implied in the title of said di- 
mance and therefore it is void. 

A PROHIBITORY ORDINANCE. 

4. By a general City Ordtnance, on page 
767 of the printed Revised Ordinances of i!, 
it is provided that no dram shop shall be 
located within 800 feet of Forest Fark, and 
Mr. Gibson contends that the ordinance in 
question is void, in that it attempts to repeal 
gaid prior ordinance without referring to it 
in express terms as required by the provision 
of the city charter. 

Fifth, by general ordinance it is provided 
„that a dramshop keeper is a person per- 
mitted by law or ordinance to sel) intoxicat- 
ing liquors in any quantity less than one gal- 
lon, and that no person shall in this city, 
directly or indirectly; in person, or by 
another, sell or deliver any intoxi- 
cating liquor in quantities less than 
one gallon, until a license is obtained there- 
for, according to the provision of the ordi- 
Dance, asa keeper of a dramshop. That or- 
dinance further provides for a license as@ 
Gramshop keeper, that there shall be paid 
the sum of % tothe city for the privilege of 
six months at each place where liquor is sold, 
and that the conducting af the saloon busi- 
ness without the payment of such license 
is made a misdemeanor. Mr. Gib- 
son states by the ordinance and 
contract in question, the city of ®t. Louls 
does not require of the defendant Schweick- 
hard the payment of any license as required 
by said general ordinance, although be is 
granted the privilege of selling liquor any- 
where in the 1,200 acres composing the park. 
Wherefore he states that said ordinance is in

WILSON MURDER CASE, 


The Taking of Testimony Begins This 
Afternoon. 

The taking of testimony in the case of the 
State against Charles Wilson was commenced 
at 10:80 o’clock this morning in the Crimmal 
Court. Wilson is under indictment for murder 
in the first degree in the killing of Lars A. 
Davoust. 

The deceased wasatatlor, On the night of 
Oct. 2 last Officer Rielly saw Wilson 
run from the shop on Eleventh 
street, near Locust. 
taken at the foot of 
statue. An examination of the shop 
revealed Davoust prostrate on the 
place at the side of his cot, unconscious and

bleeding from half a dozen gashes 
in the throat. Davoust died at 
the City Hospital the following 
day. Before he passed away he rallied 


sufficiently to identify Wilson, when taken 
into his presence, as the man who had cut 
him. 

On last Monday the case was called anda 
panel of forty-seven jurors selected, The 
defense took the allotted forty- 
eight hours, during which time the 
challenges were mace. To-day the jury of 
twelve as announced consisted of David 
A. Ahearn, August J, Barnidge, Joseph 
,Bentrup, John D. Clark, George Heidman, 
Julius Horn, Wm. F, Jones, Joseph M, 
Keeshan, August L. Knol, Philip Meisinger, 
Charles A. Nitchman and Henry Nollie. 
Dr. Dalton, Superintendent of the City 
Hospital, was the first witness for the State. 
He testified as tothe condition of Davoust and 
subseqtent death, and tothe Identification 
of Wilson. Dr. John N. Frank testified as to 
the holding of the Coroner’s inquest, 
the post-mortem examination and 
the ante-mortem statement made by 
Davoust. The latter was merely an identif- 
cation, the patient being unable to 
speak on account of the character 
1 the wounds in his throat. 
At noon, when Dr. Frank had left the stand, 
an adjournment was taken until] 20’clock on 
account of the funeral of Judge Van 
Waggoner. ™

Topics Discussed at the Kansas City 
Congress.

RAILWAYS 


The Question of Government Control— 
Benefits of Pools to the Shippers—Com- 
morce and Finance—Telegrams From 
the New York Chamber of Commerce— 
The Day’s Preceedings, 


Kansas City, Mo., April 16.—It was 10 
o’clock before the Western States Congress 
assembled this morning. Bishop Hendricks 
opened the session with prayer. The day’s 
programme was then immediately entered 
epon. 

James Peabody of Chicago read a paper on 
railroad pools. 

He said it was not so much lowrates that 
the shippers wanted, it was stable rates. 
As tending to obtain stable rates 
the speaker indorsed the Interstate 
railway commission. What the railroads 
wanted was notso mucha great business as 
a steady business. The shipper wanted 
equality of treatment at the bands of 
all of the roads, and the road wanted protec. 
tion against the dishonesty of its ecompeti- 
tors. These were the objects formerly 
attempted by the old pool. They were 
now being made possible by the opera- 
tions of the commerce commission. But 
even now pools were necessary to 
maintain rates and to keep them 
stable. As such they were a benefit to the 
shipper as well as to the railroad. 

COMMERCE AND FINANCE. 

Gen. Chas. W. Blair of Kansas read a paper 
on transportation as affecting commerce and 
finance. Hesaidthe basic principle of his 
argument was that the Government was the 
best which governed the least. Apply- 
ing this principle to legislation as 
affecting finance, he said the Government 
ought to provide as much money as 
was necessary to carry on the country’s 
business and then leave the question of 
finance alone. Ina like manner, the Gov- 
ernment ought alsoto keep its hands off 
commerce and transportationand let them 
be governed by natural laws.

RAILROADS PUBLIC TRUSTS. 

Mr. William E, Schweppe, President of the 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association of St. Louis, 
spoke on transportation. The idea 
had long been exploded that railroads 
were private property. They are now rec- 
Ognized as public trusts, and it was just 
and right that these trusts should be reg 
ulated for the benefit of those who 
held the bonds. He would not restrict peo- 
ple in building railroads if they had the money 
to do it, but he did not want the roads 
to be built by private persons at 
the expense of the public. Rallroad pools 
did no good. Rates should not be fixed by the 
railroad or the shipper, but by the Railroad 
Commissian. He thought the federal 
Government should control the traffic of 
the ratlroads just as it now controls the 
interstate traffic. He wanted a law passed 
that would give the present commission the 
power to enforce its decree. General debate 
on the subject of transportation was then 
opened. 

State Senator Cochran of Missouri spoke 
from the standpoint of the railroads, 
and explained the difficulties in 
the way of their earning sufficient money to 

y honest dividends on the actual cap- 
tal invested, He thought ratiroads were 
due to receive as much favorable 
consideration as any private business con- 
cern. He thought the State and Federal 
Governments ought to keep their hands off 
and permit the railroads to do their best. 

The Committee on Resolutions this morning 
adopted among other resolutions by a vote of 
11 to 6, one asking for free and unlimited 
coinage of silver, asking that the Govern- 
ment issue a legal tender note whic 
shall be payable in gold or silver sufficient 
do the business of the country, and asking 
that a tariff for revenue only be passed.

THE PLEA OF SCOUNDRELISM. 

When fifty-one of the leading advertisers 
of St. Louis united in a request to the 
newspapers to allow an examination of 
circulation to be made by a committee of 
experts the Republic refused to submit to 
that plain, fair test and gave as its excuse 
the plea that ‘‘no committee could either 
prevent or detect a fraudulent inflation 
‘fof circulation to any desired extent if it 
should be attempted,’’ 

The publisher of the Republic is so firmly 
convinced of his ability to cheat and de- 
fraud any expert investigator by his su- 
perior expertness in forging and doctoring 
books and accounts that in his letter he 
recurs to the subject again and reiterates 
his convictions on the subject of trium- 
phant rascality, saying: 

Every experienced advertiser at all 
familiar with newspaper methods knows 
**the fancy that an outsider can detect de- 
‘*ception in the matter of either the char- 
‘‘acter or volume of circulation by any 
ort of investigation, no matter how 
complete or comprehensive it may seem, 
eis a mere illusion. 

Yet when driven intoa corner by proof 
ofitslying and evasion, it says that an 
examination of its circulation was made a 
year ago by an experienced advertiser, that 
‘fall of its records and reports bearing 
upon the question of circulation were 
voluntarily exhibited to him,“ and that 
‘the was earnestly solicited to pursue his 
inquiry through outside sources in the 
most thorough and exhaustive manner.“ 

In other words, while the Republic as- 
serts its ability to cheat and defraud any 
one who examines its circulation, and 
maintains that it is impossible for the 
most expert investigator to detect methods 
of cheating which it has contrived, while 
it proudly declares its faith in the effect- 
iveness of doctored accounts, bogus books, 
sham memoranda, lying ‘‘records and 
reports,’’ and other forms of forgery and 
rascality familiar to the office, it yet ad- 
mite that itearnestly solicited an adver- 
tiser to let himself be made the victim of 
these frauds and furnish a proof of his 
inability to detect them. 

It is evident that while the Republic has 
not enough character to be decent, it has 
not sense enough to be successful in ras- 
cality. Its attempt to cheat the advertisers 
into a belief that they get value for their 
money will not be aided by its avowal that

If the price of corn could be 
raised to an artificial basis by some device 
or by discriminating legislation, and the 
price of coats were fixed by the free com- 
petition of coat makers all over the world, 
there is no doubt that the coat would be 
too cheap for the manufacturer, but the 
reverse is true and the complaint of 
the farmers is that they have to 
sell their products at low free competi- 
tion prices and buy their clothing and 
other necessities at high prices created by 
discriminating tariff laws. The Presi- 
dent’s intellect does not appear to be able 
to grasp the fact that cheapness is a purely 
relative matter and that the low price of 
an article would make no difference to the 
producer if other articles were low in pro- 
portion.

RUDINI'’S STATEMENT IN THE ITALIAN 
CHAMBERS TO-DAY. 


Secretary Blaine’s Reply to the Premier’s 
Last Note—The Whole Case Stated—An 
Interesting Interview Between Min- 
ister Foster and Gount d’Arco—Vig- 
orous English—Sentiment in Rome. 


Roux, April 16.—The Marquis Di Rudini in 
the Chamber of Deputies to-day was ques- 
tioned in regard to Mr. Blaine’s answer to 
the last communication the United States 
Secretary of State had received from the Ital- 
lan Premier on the subject of the New Orleans 
lynching. The Marquis during the course of 
his reply to the interrogation said that Italy

States ofthe Union, This was a question, he 
added, which interests every civilized Gov- 
ernment as well as Italy.

In political circles here some disappoint- 
ment is expressed with Mr. Blaine’s reply to 
the Marquis Di Rudini. It is characterized as 
‘*vague’* and ‘‘inconclusive,’’ and as in- 
sisting merely on the status quo. 


THE PROBABLE RESULT. 


A CHANGE IN THE ITALIAN MINISTRY MAY FOL- 
LOW soo. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 16.—Mr. Blaine is 
known to be thoroughly incensed at what he 
has not hesitated privately to characterize as 
the contemptible and indecent behavior of 
the Italian Government, and hig note indi- 
cates that his pen has felt the impulse of the 
numerous communications received by him- 
self and other members of the Cabinet since 
the diplomatic controversy began. These 
communications are from leading men ofall 
parties and professions and uniformly urge 
upon the administration the firmest treat- 
ment of the offensive conduct of the Italian 
Government consistent with our national 
dignity and self-respect. Itis confidently 
expected and predicted in authoritative 
circles here thatthe publication of Mr, 
Blaine’s note of yesterday will lead tothe 
downfall of the Rudini Ministry. It is as- 
sumed to be one of Mr. Blaine’s objects in 
publishing the note to hasten or accentuate 
the Cabinet crisis understood to be already 
impending at Rome. 

The Marquis E Rudini is criticised in some 
quarters here for entering upona policy of 
demonstration that he was not prepared to 
carry to its possible eventualities of hostility 
at any cost. That he ever contemplated 
fomenting the question into actual or quasi 
warisnot believed in any quarter. If he 
should ‘succeed in maintaining his position 
against the political combinations forming 
for his overthrow at Rome, it is deemed 
possible that he may extricate himself from 
the present complication with this country 
by publishing Baron Fava’s official report of 
the latter’s interview with Mr. Blaine prior 
to the rupture of diplomatic relations, 


A NOTABLE INTERVIEW. 


UNITED STATES MINISTER PORTER AT THE 
ITALIAN FORBIGN OFFICE, 


New Tonk, April 16.--The Italian papers 
which reached New York yesterday contain, 
among interesting comments of the press 
upon the departure of Baron Fava from 
Washington, an official version of the inter- 
view which took piace at the Italian Foreign 
Office between United States Minister Porter 
and Count d' Arco, who during the absence of 
Marquis Di Rudini in Florence, was in charge 
of the Foreign Office. As this account ofa 
notable interview appears verbatim in all 
the Italian journals in touch with the For- 
eign Office, it is to be regarded as an official 
communication of the consulta. 

The interview lasted two hours, runs the 
official Italian version, and was most inter- 
esting. Never were two men more opposite 
in their personal characteristics pitted 
against one another, The Count d’Arco is a 
tall, elegant man of the world, but a clear 
reasoner and as calm and collected as a 
‘*Northerner,’’ Minister Porter considers 
himself as the ‘‘green’’ and inexpesienced 
member of the diplomatic corps in Rome. 
He is vivacious, passionate and quick as a 
**Southerner.’’ 

RATHER VIGOROUS ENGLISH. 

The interview, however, was carried on in 
a cordial manner, and well within the lines 
of courtesy. Minister Porter only speaks 
English, and as Count D' Arco speaks it in the 
most perfect manner, ths conversation was 
carried on entirely in English, Minister Por- 
ter defended at length the conduct of the 
United States Federal Government and 
sought to secure delay. nally Count D’ Arco 
turned and put to the American Minister the 
following question, in pressing terms:

But, beware! It is impossibie to wholly es- 
cape her; but, if you haveany article of ap- 
parel you wish to cherish, hide it before she 
gets her eye on it. 

The modus operandi is the same through- 
out all tropical countries. The first move in 
the game is to secure the stranger’s linen;

Running water seems to be preferred and in 
a rapid stream, with current playing about 
their lower limbs, the washerwomen are in 
their glory if not in their element. 

I have seen the lavandera’ of Spain busily 
at work from daylight till dark, and recall 
that the River Arlenzon, that flows through 
the ancient city of Burgos,is lined with them. 
In Spain, however, the washerwomen kneel 
ina kind of washing board and scrub the 
ropa (linen) with their hands. It must have 
been fromthe coast of Franceorfrom the 
Basque provinces of Spain that the fashion 
was introduced of washing fine linen witha 
club. From whatever quarter introduced, it 
is now universal throughout the length and 
breadth of the West Indies, in Mexicoand in 
South America. 

As I lay in my bunk, one still night, in the 
Lake of Maracaibo, about a mile from the 
shore, I heard a noise as of the muffled clap- 
ping of many hands. It rose and fell in 
rythmic undulations, the entire night long, 
and at daylight it died away with the coming 
ofthe sun. It seemed tome as I listened to 
this strange pounding that all the babies of 
Venezuela had been brought to the lake shore 
and were being spanked ,spanked,spanked, by 
muscular mothers though they uttered no 
sound in remonstrance and took their punish- 
ment without a murmur. 5 

When I inquired as to the meaning of these 
mysterious sounds I was told that the noctur- 
nal revelers were only the lavanderas, who 
preferredthe coolness of night to the heat 
and glare ofthe day. But it is in Curacao, a 
little Dutch island off the coast of Venezuela, 
thal the alleged cleanser of clothing may best 
be studied, Thereshe disports herself, re- 
gardiess of the social proprieties and sur- 
roundings. Every morning at daybreak you 
may see the washerwomen wending their 
way to the seashore, each one with a tubof 
clothes on her head, and in the hollow of one 
arm an immense club.

Curacao is as picturesque an island as one 
may see ina month of travel, even in the 
Caribbean sea, where every isle is a gem; an 
emerald in a sea of silver. It lacks only 
water, fresh water, and running streams. 
else it would be an Eden. As there is no 
water here save that caught and stored in 
cisterns, it is too precious, of course, to be 
wasted in washing either clothes or person; 
hence the females who take the contract for 
the purification of linen make the best of it 
and dispense with fresh waterentirely. Salt 
water is good enough for them, and there is 
plenty of it. Sothey go to the sea-shore, a 
gallant array, every female with her dress 
girdied tight around her hips, a kerchief on 
her head and feet and bosom bare. 

Arrived at the sea-side you find several 
pools formed inside the barrier reef of coral, 
where the water is smooth and glassy, and 
has a nice appearance, if it isn't fresh. Out- 
side the reef the waves roll up threateningly 
and break with great force against it, but 
only to tumble harmlessly into the quiet pool, 
in little rivulets and foaming streams. Here 
the woman halts and deposits her tub or tray 
of clothes on the coral beach, and carefully 
lays the club on top. 

Then she gathers up heronly skirt very 
dextrously between her thighs, knots it in 
front, seizes the clSbD and an inoffensive skirt, 
and proceeds to business. Another woman 
toon arrives, another and another, until the 
pool is as full as it can hold—the choicest col- 
lection of black-legs in Curacao. 

Every woman has a rock in front of her, 
and upon this she lays the object of her solici- 
tude. She lifts her club, gazes a moment with 
all thefond yearning of a parent about to 
punish an erring child,and then brings it 
down with a crash. The garment wilts at 
once; in two minutes it is completely 
knocked out, and in three is 80 dilap- 
idated its own mother wouldn’t know 
After she has mauled it awhile in 
one position she MIlifts it tenderly 
into the water, souses it thoroughly and then 
puts it back on the rock, Shehas caught her 
second wind by this time and wields the club 
with fresh vigor. If there are any buttons 
left she goes forthem’’ scientifically. It is 
the proud boast of the most accomplished 
wash-lady here that she can fetch a button 
atevery clip. When the buttons are gone

The Independent Order of American Citizens, 
to which any person over 21 years of age, and an 
American cttizen, who signs our declaration of prin- 
ciples may become a member, teaches as follows: 

‘That the Government should not purchase either 
silver or gold any more than it should purchase the 
iron or lead mined in the United States; but that it

THE FIRST COTTON SHIPMENT. 


The Trade Between St. Louis and the 
Upper Tennessee Inauguratad. 


The advantageous effect to St. Louis of the 
opening of the Mussell Shoals Canalon the 
Tennessee River was evidenced by the arrival 
yesterday of the steamer Herbert laden with 
cotton from Northern Alabama and Southern 
Tennessee. This is the first shipment of cot- 
ton ever made from this section of country to 
St. Louis, as previous to the opening of the 
canal all the trade was done with Memphis. 
This shipment will be followed by many 
others, as the cost of transportation by river 
to St. Louis is far less than that to Memphis, 
in spite of the fact that Memphis is much 
nearer the district in question than this city. 
The Herbert is the first-of a line of steamers 
to be put on the St. Louis line by Chattanooga 
merchants.

THE COKE STRIKE. 


Resuming Operations—About 14,000 Men 
Still Out. 

SCOTTDALE, Pa., April 16.—The efforts of the 
coke operators fora general resumption of 
work is plainly manifest to-day. Twenty- 
eight men are working at Summit, 
and the first coal mined in nine 
weeks is being placedin the ovens.

He alleges that he 
worked twelve hours each day, and brings 
suit against the road to recover wages for the 
extra half day worked for 662 days at the rate 
of $1.45 per day. 


TROUBLE WITH ITALIANS, 

NEWCASTLE, Pa., April 16.—Several hun- 
dred Italians employed on a 
new railroad at Lawrence Junction 
Struck several days ago and their 
places were filled with Americans. Yester- 
day the Italians raided the Americans, driv- 
ing them from the work and throwing the 
foreman into the river.

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MORE COMMODIOUS QUARTERS. 


Alterations in the Third National Bank 
Building—State Bank. 

The directory of the Third National Bank 
has decided to make some extensive altera- 
tions in the bank building 418- and 415 Olive 
street. The contract has been let and work 
will commence as soon as itis practicable. 
The object in making the change is to have 
the entrance on a level with the sidewalk so 
as to do away with the stairway lead- 
ing to the bank. The basement of the 
building is now occupied by Delafield & Snow, 
the insurance agents, and it will of course be- 
come necessary for them to find other quar- 
ters.

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POST-OFFICE MAFIA. 


Henry Ehlert’s Disappearance Brings to 
Light a Conspiracy. 


THE ORGANIZED MOVEMENT TO HAVE 
HARLOW OUSTED. 


Politicians Who Are Opposed to the Post- 
master Now Known to Have Been 
Assisted by Traitors on the Inside— 
Ehlert Leaves Many Creditors to Mourn 
His Absence—His Career. 


Henry Ehlert, who was for some time in 
the United States Marshal’s office as special 
agent and deputy, has disappeared, and be- 
sides numerous inquiries made by along list 
of victims who mourn his absence a startling 
story of conspiracy is told, in which Ehlert’s 
name ismentioned. The publication of this 
conspiracy will probably spring a mine in the 
St. Louls Post-ofice and reveal the 
hidden workings of a crowdof cheap poll- 
ticlans, who have been straining every nerve 
for the past two months to have Postmaster 
Harlow bounced or hauled over the coals by 
the authorities at Washington. That this 
conspiracy exists there is not a particle of 
doubt and those friendly to the Postmaster 
have kept the matter secret for the past 
month in the hope of catching the conspira- 
tors napping, but up to to-day they have 
failed. The conspirators are not only poli- 
ticlans, but there are several clerks in the 
Post-office and others in the government 
offices upstairs who are engaged in it and it 
will no doubt surprise them to know that 
they have been under close watch for nearly 
a month. 

EHLERT’S MYSTERIOUS ABSENCE. 

The beginning of the story“~which leads up 
tothe revelation of the conspiracy, starts 
with Ehlert’s silent and mysterious departure 
from this city. 

Ehlert has been a dim star in the political 
firmament for the past seven or eight years 
and is the personal acquaintance of all active 
Republican politicians in this city. He was a 
partner in the saloon business with Thomas 
Martin at Sixth and Market street six years 
ago and was made Secretary of the 
Republican City Central Committee. 
Martin, though a good business man and pol- 
itician, is not expert with the pen, and while 
in partnership with Ehlert imposed the duty 
on him of making out and signing checks. 
This led to a complication later on which 
wound upin the criminal courts, but was 
amicably settled,and the case was dismissed. 
Two years ago when the United States 
Government was tryingtosend fraudulent 
voters and others who interfered with the 
congressional election, to the penitentiary 
through the District Court, aided by Attorney 
Bashaw, it. was seen that aman familiar 
with the political situation and the haunts of 
politicians was needed to summon witnesses. 
Ehlert was selected as a spe- 
cial agent at $125 per month 
and knowing all the witnesses and culprits, 
rendered valuable service in taking them 
into court. The election fraud cases of two 
years ago were stili thick on the docket of the 
United States District Court when Mr. Rey- 
nolds was appointed tothe office of United 
States District Attorney. 

MADE A DEPUTY MARSHAL. 

Considering Ehlert’s services valuable he 
retained him and induced the new United 
States Marshal, Mr. Buchanon, to give hima 
commission as deputy marshal, but not to 
put him on the pay roll of that department, 
as he was a special officer detailed for special 
work. The commission was given and, as 
tar as the Marshal knew, all went well untl 
the District Attorney, finding he was playing 
a star part ina farce comedy by continuing 
totry election fraud cases onthe evidence 
given him, wiped them all from the docket, 
much to the joy of the defend 
ants. About the same time Ehlert 
told the Marshal he was about 
to open a private detective bureau and was 
informed that when he did so he must re- 
sign his position as deputy. He promised to 
do so and no more Kas said of it. About 
March 1, strange stories reached the Marshal 
and he decided to ask Ehlert for his com- 
mission. He then learned he had 
disappeared. At a cigar store on 
Ninth street, under Pope’s Theater, 
where Ehlert was nearly always 
to be found, the Marshal could learn nothing 
of his whereabouts, but was given a hint to 
the effect that a letter left there would reach 
him. He wrote a letter asking Ehlert to 
turn up. On March is a letter was received 
from Ehlert at Cincinnati, inclosing his com 
mission and saying he would show up in 
ten days. Since then he has been heard 
from by some one in this city at Chicago, Cin- 
clanati, Philadelphia and Washington, and 
it is thought he is in the latter place now. 

A LIST OF VICTIMS. 

Four weeks ago Ehlert’s mother called on 
the Marshal and asked where she would find 
her son and was greatly distressed when told 
he had disappeared no one Knew where. A 
few days later a young man with a half- 
dozen checksin his band and claiming to 
represent a bank called and asked for Ehlert. 
Following himafew days later came poll- 
ticians and each dropped a hint of his er- 
rand. When the threads were picked up 
dnd put together it was learned after 
some investigation that an official of high 
rank in the Custom House is out an even $500 
through misplaced confidence in the absent 
Ehlert. This is admitted by the official, and 
in explaining how it came out he said: ‘‘He 
came to me and said that he had proof post- 
tive that some men whom I considered friends 
and confided in were playing me false. 
He said he could prove it py papers, which 
he thought he might secure by an outlay of 
considerable money. He then asked meto 
advance him $1,000. Though willing to goto 
some expense and trouble in finding out that 
I was being played upon by anyone I took 
to be a friend, I told him I would not 
pay him anything like $1,000. He said he 
might not need the money and would very 
probably return it. He then asked me t I 
would let him have 800 to prove what he 
saidon those terms and 1 didso. I amm 
clined to believe that I have sen the last of 
my $500. Of course there was no revelations. 
If he had one to make he failed to make it. I 
caught on, as they say, and lost no time in 
telling other friends of mine in office to be on 
the lookout. This occurred while Ehlert was 
a deputy marshal.’’ | 

WHISTLING FOR $400.

But one person is known to have heard 
from Ehlert since he left the city and that in- 
dividual is a colored man living in the First 
Ward, who was made a ‘janitor in the Post- 
office last winter and discharged later for in- 
solence and neglect of duty. He poses as 
a politician and professes to have a pull. 
He does wield an influence somewhere, as he 
received an appointment from Washington 
shortly after his discharge from the Post- 
Office and is now handling mails on a run 
between here and Kansas City, but not 
under the civil service, as he could not 
pass an examination. This colored man has 
an order for all Ehret’s mail sent to the cigar 
store on Ninth street, though the most of It is 
now sent to his room on South Second street.

HOW TILES ARE MADE, 


— 


EXQUISITE CREATIONS IN DECORATIVE 
ART DESIGNS AND PLAIN ONES. 


The Process From the Time the Flint and 
Spar Are United Till the Tile Is Fired 
~The American Tiles Are the Best 
Now Produced. 


Special Correspondence Posr-Disraren. 

NEw YORK, April 13.—The tile pottery is on 
the outskirts of Trenton. Mr. Lawshe con- 
ducted meto the yard, where a lot of cars 
stood on a railroad track loaded with creamy 
colored clay or chalk. It was dumped by a 
couple of chalk-begrimed workmen into big 
sheds not unlike coal bins, only much larger. 

**This is where the first step toward making 
tiles is taken,’’ said my conductor. ‘‘The 
chalk is in this box; it is called spar. This 
is nothing more nor less than flint (taking up 
a handful of powdered stuff from another 
compartment). Just hard flint rock ground 
toa powder. This chalk and flint, which 
come from Great Britain, Maine, Virginia 
and Tennessee, are mixed in proper propor- 
tions and dumped into this mill, where it is 
ground up and run through a series of sieves 
to extract all grit and foreign substances. 

Following the directions of Mr, Lawshe the 
writer observed that from the mill, which 
Ooks like a big grist-mill seen in flouring 
mills, only larger, the material was conveyed 
to an enormous vat, where it was mixed with 
Delaware River water until it assumed the 
consistency of a big caldron of the Irish na- 
tional dish, ‘‘stir-about.’’ 

From this vat the stir-about was quickly 
pumped intoa series of wooden molds about 
six feet long and two feet deep. Each mold 
held a heavy duck bag which exactly fitted 
its inside, through which the water and 
the stir-about would sepe while 
immense hydraulic pressure was exerted to 
bring them together, and the water was all 
squeezed out. Releasing the molds, they 
were laid natwise and open. The bags were 
deftly turned back, exposing toviewa six- 
foot section of chalk which looked just likea 
big apple dumpling after being ‘‘undressed’’ 
and ready to be placed on the table piping 
hot. Really, it looked appetizing, but the 
old-fashioned boat of brandy sauce, which 
our grandmothers Knew so well how to make, 
was missing. The two workmen looked like 
fat, well-fed cooks themselves. The dump- 
pling was seized and quickly rolled intea big 
cruller, with the jelly left out, of course, and 
thrown into a long drying trough, whence 
after becoming dry it was conveyed into the 
main bullding and broken into small bits, 
this time, strangely enough, assuming the 
appearance of a big pile of broken stale 
bread. 


THE ‘‘wWapD.’’ 


This stale bread, or ‘‘wad,’’ was next run 
through another milland still another. From 
the last. millthe wad came out as fine and 
free from grit as a box of lady’s toilet powder 
and dry asa bone. Anendless elevator, with 
ever-moving cups, caught the powder @p as 
it fell from the hopper and lifted it to the 
next floor above, where it lay in bins ready to 
be pressed into tiles. 

Following our pudding, notupthe elevator 
but the more convenient stairway, my con- 
ductor halted me by a heavy stamping ma 
chine, operated by a red-cheeked youth 
of 1 years, who was deftly scraping 
and putting ÜUttle piles of the now slightly 
dampened powder into a mortise let into 
the stee] bed of the machine. This machine 
looks like the ordinary stamping machine 
used in notaries’ offices, only about a hun- 
dred times bigger. The mortise which the 
youth was filling was about nine inches square 
and seemingly two or three inches deep. Fill- 
ing it to the level, he knocked off the super- 
fluous chalk and touched a pulley that set the 
machinery in motion. Slowly, slowly, a mas 
sive, ponderous rod of burnished steel began 
to descend, andthe powder was crushed into 
a solid cake of clay by a pressure of eighty 
tons. Then the bar shot back and became 
stationary, while the young man handed 
the writer the newly made tile to inspect. 
On the reverse side was the trade-mark of 
the makers, while on the face was a clear and 
beautifully executed profile of Editor Stearns 
of the Chicago Artisan. It was an exact coun- 
terfeit of that gentleman in plaster cast—a 
bas-relief. The process is just the same as is 
followed in stamping gold eagles in the Mint, 
and the young man at the machine turned 
out the counterfeits faster than the writer 
could lay them in a neat pile. 


At another machine a pretty young woman 
with rich ripe lips and suggestively plump 
arms, was manufacturing fac-similes of a 
maiden 24 inches long, whose brevity of drap- 
ery, if anything which does not exist may 
possess ‘‘brevity,’’ would make ‘‘Iza’’ 
Johnstoneturn green with envy and send 
Anthony Comstock scooting off to get an in- 
junction anda piece of gauze, 

From the stamping-room my conductor led 
me to the dye-room, where all the dyes for 
the myriad of exquisite decorative tiles are 
taken. All these dyes are cut intaglio and 
the most expert workmanship is required. 
The workmen receive high wages and their 
hours of labor are short. 

THE MODELING-ROOM. 

The modeling-room was next visited, and 
the writer was introduced to Mr. Wm. W. 
Gallimore, the father of American Belleek 
ware, the finest and most expensive porcelain 
in the world. Mr. Gallimore extended his 
left hand.

THE LAST STAGE. 

This is almost the last stage in the manu- 
facture ofa tile though one ofthe most dell- 
cate, andin some respects the least under- 
stood.

A NEW MISSOURI INDUSTRY. 


An Important Without Contract Closed 
for Grazing Lands in This State. 
This morning D. D. Andrews of Fort Worth, 
Tex., arrived in the city, and is at the South- 
ern. Mr. Andrews, whois a large owner of 
cattle in Texas and Southern Kansas, said: I 
have just completed contracts on behalf of a 
syndicate of Texas and Kansas stockmen 
that will not only benefit our business, but 
will be most advantageous to the interests of 
Missouri and St. Louis. As 18 well known, 
the territory on which range cattle can be 
kept has of late years been very 
much circumscribed, not only by 
the increase of population, but 
also by the expulsion of hundreds 
of thousands of head from the Indian Terri- 
tory. Ithas become evident either that we 
would have to reduce our herds very largely 
or And some outlet for them. The latter we 
believe we have done now, at least toa 
very considerable extent. I have just closed 
leases that will enable us to control over 8,000 
acres in this state to be used asa ripening 
ground for the range cattle. These contracts 
were really made last spring, but it was nec- 
essary toallowayear to elapse before they 
would be put into effect. The farmers whose 
pasturage we have secured had first 
to get rid of some of their 
cattle to make room for those that would be 
sent them. The short crop ot corn last year 
causedan immense sale, as there was no 
profit in putting corn into the shape of beef 
and the farms were very generally stripped. 
This hurt us at the time, asthe rush of beef 
to the market put prices down, but the loss 
of last year promises to be more than made 
good during the coming season. The idea is 
to keep our cattle on the Western ranges 
until they are 2 years old and then send them 
to Missouri for a year’s fattening. There is 
not much difference between a calf fed on 
corn and on the rich grasses of the Missouri 
pastures, and one that is kept on 
the range. Oornis wasted on cattle under 
2 years ot age, and there is really no return 
for the extra expense of corn feeding. But 
after maturity stock fed exclusively on grass 
lays on flesh very rapidly if put upon a corn 
diet, and every dollar spent for feed is re- 
turned with heavy interest. Heretofore the 
rangemen and farmers have been cutting 
each others’ throats, but now they intend to 
act together. In the section that we control 
in this State there will be no more breeding 
and no more corn will be wasted on calves. 
Al the breeding will be done in the 
West, and corn will be given to 
the stock atthe time when it will produce 
the best results. This will relieve both the 
ranches and the farms, and fs bound to make 
Missouri, ma fen years, the leading cattle 
State in the Union. The farmers will not 
have to fear a decline in corn, for if it cannot 
be sold at a profit, the ranches can be drawn 
upon for more cattle, and the corn turned 
into beef. With such aState behind it, St. 
Louis will, of necéssity, become one of the 
leading cattle markets of the country.

COUNCIL COMMITTEES. 


A SCHEME TO PREVENT PRESIDENT WAL 
BRIDGE FROM APPOINTING THEM. 


A Contemplated Move Which Is Arous- 
ing Much Interest Around the City 
Hall—The Width of Lafayette Avenue 
—Work-House Earnings. 


There is a little scheme afoot to do Pres!- 
dent Walbriage out of his only remaining 
privilege, that of appointing committees of 
the Council. Pp 2 

That the Democratic bosses are considering 
the subject there is not the slightest doubt 
because of the fact that the printed rules of 
the Council have been in great demand and 
those asking for them have invariably been 
Democrats. Among those who no possess a 
copy of the rules is Mr. Edward Butler. The 
plan if carried out is a simplig one, but 
terribly effective, as it will throw the 
controi of the entire Council right 
into the hands of the six new and one hold- 
over Democrat and leave the Republican 
members all at sea. Rule 16 of the General 
Rules of the Council reads: 


The President shall, immediately oe the organ- 
ization of the Council in the month of April, suc- 
ceeding the biennial election for members of the 
Council, appoint the following standing committees, 
to-wit: On Ways and Means, Public Im — 
Sanitary Affaire. Police, Claims, Fire * 
Railroads, Markets, oe and Fare ed Bills, 
Municipal Affairs, Legislation, Elections and Regis- 
tration, and Counei!. Each of the foregoing com- 
mittees shall consist of three members, the Grst 


named to be chairman. 

This rule has been the prevailing one in 
both the Council and House of Delegates for 
several years. It is the practice for the Coun- 
cll to adopt the rules which shall govern that 
body during the ensuing term. 

The plan now is to refer the standing 
rules of the Council to the committee on the 
whole and amend rule 1550 60 
that it will provide for the election of com- 
mittees by a majority vote of tthe body. This 
amendment being made the rules will be 
adopted, as a majority vote is all that is 
necessary. This once done, it will take a 
two-thirds vote to amend them and Mr. Wal- 
bridge will be deprived of his privilege. 

There is some question as tothe rights of 
the Council to do this, but the Manual, 
Digest, Rules and Practices of the House of 
Representatives,’’ by H. H. Smith, which the 
Council takes for its guide, says: 

‘‘Uniess otherwise specially ordered by the 
House, the Speaker shallappoint’’ * * *

A committee of three has been appointed

PRECIOUS STOPES. 


Little Mining for Them Done in the 
United States—Importations. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 16.—Supt. Porter 
of the Census Bureau yesterday issued a bul- 
letin upon the subject of precious stones, 
diamond cutting and lapidary work in the 
United States. The bulletin shows that up to 
the present timethere has been very little 
mining for precious or semi-precious stones 
in the United States and then only at irregu- 
lar periods. This is particularly true of 
diamonds, of which only a very limited num 
ber have been found. They have been dis- 
covered in certain districts in California, 
North Carolina, Georgia and recently in Wis- 
consin, but the discoveries have been rare 
and purely accidental. Sapphires of in- 
ferior color have been found near 
Helena, Mont. The emerald and other simi- 
lar gems have been mined to some extent in 
Alexander County, North Oarolina;on Mount 
Antero, Colorado, and at Stoneham, Me. Tur- 
quoise and garnets have been found in Ari- 
zona and New Mexico. The entire production 
of the precious, semi-precious stones and 
ornamental minerals in the United States 
during the year 1889 was $188,807. Of this 
amount $53,175 was agatized and jasperized 
wood, $23,675 turquoise stones and $14,000 
quartz. Diamonds to the value of $1,006,716 
were cut during the year in the nineteen lapi- 
dary works in New York and Massachusetts. 
The importation of rough and uncut dia- 
monds in 1880 amounted to $126,207, in 1889 to 
$260;187, and the total for the decade was 
$8,183,529, while in 1883 there were imported 
$443,996 worth, showing that there was 94 per 
cent more cutting done in 1889 than in 1890, 
but markedly more in 1882 and 1883. The im- 
ports of diamonds and other precious stones 
noted during the past four years are given as 
follows: 1886, $9,254,408; 1887, $10,686,408; 1888, 
$10,223 ,630; 1889, $11,706,809.

CHANGES AT PRINCETON. 


Interesting Notes About the Old College o 
New Jersey. 

Mr. W. L. Sheldon, the ethical lecturer of 
this city who has beenin the Hast for the 
purpose of delivering a few lectures, stopped 
at Princeton, where he graduated in 1880, and. 
in a letter to a friend chats interestingly of 
the changes he found there, and of the old 
professors he met. Following are several 


extracts from his letter: 

The changes which have taken place at 
Princeton surpass all possible anticipation. 
Aslentered the grounds my attention was 
attracted at once tothe number of new and 
handsome buildings which were not there in 
1880. Thetwo quaint old edifices that be- 
longed to the two literary socleties, Clio and 
Whig Hall, have both been torn down, and in 
their places are rising two large and beauti- 
ful structures of white marble, as yet, how- 
ever, not completed. Just back of them now 
stand three new and splendid dormitories, 
suggesting how the college must have grown. 
In fact, the classes which, when 
I was there, averaged 7% or 100, 
now average 150 or more. So that instead 
of a total of 400 or 500 as in 1880, they now 
have altogether upwards of 750 undergradu- 
ate students, as well as twenty resident post- 
graduates. Off to the left just beyond Whig 
Hall is a new and imposing building which to 
my surprise I learned was a Museum of Art. 
They have added an entirely new department 
of art to the course of study with a regular 
Professorship and several lecturers. I looked 
into the library, which has been increased so 
that now it contains some 80,000 volumes. 
Just facing the entrance is a ine portrait of 
Dr. Atwater whom every Princetonian 2
